U.S. Launches 
'Flying Circus’ 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP> 
— A huge Air Force rocket 
hurled an unmanned Gemini 
capsule over a blistering sub- 
orbital re-entry course today 
and then shot deeper into apace 
for the next assignment on its 
multiple “flying circus’* mis­ 
sion: 
to orbit four satellites 
end a batch of satellite decoys. 
The launching of the modified 
Gemini craft over the 33-min­ 
ute course was the opening shot 
in this nation’s plan to develop 
a military man-in-space pro­ 
gram. 
The 16-story-taU Titan 3 roc­ 
ket, called a transtage, ignite« 
and pitched down at an alti­ 
tude of 127 miles to drill the 
Gemini back through the heat 
barrier of the atmosphere at 
17,500 miles an hour. 
An “ artificial astronaut "-—ar 
electronic black box designed to 
perform a man’s duties—sue 
cessfully oriented the craft and 
steered it to a parachute I 
in* in the South A «.untie Ocean 
about 5,060 miles southeast o. 
Cape Kennedy. 
Planes and helicopters spot­ 
ted the craft as it drifted down 
ward under its 83-foot para­ 
chute. 
They 
were overhead when 
the Gemini spalshed into the 
water, landing very close to the 
aiming point. 
A recovery ship sped to the 
scene. 
The flight was the first test 
of hardware to be used in the 
Defense Department’s Manned 
Orbiting Laboratory program. 
Main purpose was to see bow 
well the beat shield—with a 
crew access hatch cut in it— 
could survive the re-entry tem­ 
peratures. 
After releasing the Gemini, 
and resulted iu engine and 
drove a 38-foot canister toward 
an intended circular orbit 184 
miles high. 
Three separate satellites wore 
to be ejected from spring-loaded 
launch tubes on the canister 
acting as a “ space bus.” 
Two of the satellites were to 
“talk" to each other in a satel­ 
lite to satellite communications 
test that might have an impor­ 
tant bearing on future miiiUry 
space communications systems. 
The other ejectable satellite 
carried a classified Air Force 
payload. 
In addition to the space aero- 
bates to be performed by th° 
transUge, a major goal as the 
flight was to check the aerody­ 
namic characteristics of the Ti­ 
tan 
3-spacecraft 
combination 
similar to that for MOL. 
The 
first 
Manned 
Orbiting 
Laboratory carrying two astro­ 
nauts presently is scheduled for 
launching in 1969 after several 
test flights. The Defense De­ 
partment has kept a close secu­ 
rity wrap on MOL plans, saying 
only that the program will in 
vestigate what mUiUry jobs 
man can perform effectively in 
space. 
Purpose of today’s test was to 
see whether the Gemini, with a 
circular access hatch cut in the 
protective heat 
shield, could 
survive blistering re-entry tem­ 
peratures. The MOL astronauts 
will have to crawl through such 
a hatch to enter the laboratory 
section. 
The Air Force reported the 
Gemini survived the punishing 
trip and parachuted into the 
Atlantic about 5,960 miles south­ 
east of Cape Kennedy, seven 
miles from the aiming point. 
Recovery planes and helicop­ 
ters watched the Gemini drift to 
a splashdown under its 83-foot 
parachute. 
Within 
minutes, 
three frogmen dropped from a 
helicopter and attached a floa­ 
tation collar to the bobbing ve­ 
hicle. 
A recovery ship, the LaSalle, 
steamed toward the scene. 
The “flying circus’’ act was 
neatly executed by a huge Titan 
3 rocket which burst away from 
Cape Kennedy at 8:51 a.m. and 
performed a series of space 
acrobatics in sending its multi­ 
ple payload over a roller coast­ 
er path. 
The “circus’* even featured 
an “artificial astronaut,” an 
electronic 
black 
box 
which 
steered the Gemini, and a “ro­ 
bot balloon-inan” to release the 
satellite decoys.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Ohio Penitentiary’s long-unused 
electric chair is scheduled to 
carry out a record four execu­ 
tions in one day Dec. 2. but 
three of the condemned killers 
still have a last hope and the 
other probably will gain a stay. 
The Ohio Supreme Court set 
the date Wednesday for what 
would be the first quadruple 
execution at the prison. It is 
almost a certainty, however, 
that an appeal will cancel the 
date for a Toledo slayer. 
Three Cincinnati 
men con­ 
victed for collaborating in the 
murder of an elderly woman, 
however, must look to Gov. 
James A. Rhodes for executive 
clemency. "Hie governor’s ten­ 
ure has been singularly free of 
executions — the last coming in 
t963, coincidentally the same 
year the three committed their 
capital crime. 
If clemency is not granted, 
(his would be the fourth triple 
execution in Ohio anals. TTie 
last was in 1939 for the slayers 
of two Springfield detectives.

California Fire Zone Claims 
4 More Lives; Total Now 14 


LOS ANGELES (AP) 
As a 
veteran firefighter—sobbing 
in 
recollection and grimacing 
in 
pain—described how 10 of his 
men were killed, disaster struck 
again. 
Four young Marines perished 
Wednesday 
fighting 
one 
of 
many brush fires kindled in low 
humidity and driven by season­ 
al searing desert winds. The 
blazes were scattered across a 
100-mile swath of Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
Tuesday, 10 U.S. Forest Serv­ 
ice men—specialists in attack­ 
ing the most vicious fires—died 
in another inferno. 
An unexpected gust of wind 
caused both disasters. 
The Marines were on high 
ground 
overlooking a canyon 
called Piedra de Lumbre—Rock 
of Fire—at Camp Pendleton 80 
miles south of Los Angeles. 
Three hundred men controlled 
the fire, one of several which 
scorched 5,000 acres of harsh, 
brown land on the base. 
Twenty-five miles northwest 


of Los Angeles, 
near Syimar 
and 
Pacoima, 
the 2,100-acre 
blaze that killed the 
F o rest 
Service crew was contained. In 
Ventura County, and 
in 
the 
nearby 
Santa 
Susana 
Moun- 
ti~us, fire fighters had the up­ 
per hand over smaller fires. 
From his hospital bed the 
leader of the Forest Service 
group, George King, 32, de­ 
scribed through blistered lips 
the loss of 10 of bis men near 
Pacoima Reservoir. 
‘ We were making headway,” 
said Kin. “Then the wind sud­ 
denly stopped. Twenty seconds 
of stillness. 
“Then it became a hill of hell. 
It happened so fast. The fire 
was on top of us. I saw it com 
ing. 
“ I yelled ‘Move out! Move 
out!’ The rest of the crew saw it 
too. Everybody knew where to 
go—to a safety zone we picked 
out. 
“Some made it. Some didn’t.

PONTIAC, Mich. (AP) — A 
mounting sick-call roster, called 
a strike by Mayor William II. 
Taylor Jr., threatened to limit 
poUce protection today in this 
southeastern Michigan industri­ 
al city of 86,000. 
The wave of sick calls, report­ 
edly a protest of the city’s fail­ 
ure to negotiate a police pay 
raise, reached 66 at today’s 
midnight shift. Nine patrolmen 
failed to report despite a plea 
by the president of the police­ 
men’s association to go back to 
work. 
Sgt. Herbert C. Cooley, who 
heads the 194-member Pontiac 
Police 
Officers 
Association, 
broadcast his appeal over a ra­ 
dio station Wednesday night. 
More thau half of the city’s 
117 police officers have called in 
sick since the midnight shift 
Wednesday. 
Taylor said the officers “ are 
actually on strike. It’s just a 
different procedure.”

Lost Papers 
Show Wealth 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) — 
Accountants 
for multimillion­ 
aire Winthrop Rockefeller, Re­ 
publican candidate for governor 
of Arkansas, have reported the 
disappearance from their files 
of two Rockefeller documents, 
one of which reveals his finan­ 
cial worth. 
Glen Rogers, a partner in 
Peat, Marwick, Mitchell & Co., 
of New York, said the docu­ 
ments were a copy of Rockefell­ 
er’s 1965 tax return and an audit 
of Rockefeller’s enterprises that 
“is certainly a very confidential 
matter with regard to his finan­ 
cial worth.” 
Rogers said the documents 
had been in a file cabinet con- 
taiing 
other 
Rockefeller 
records in the firm’s Little Rock 
office. He said the loss was dis 
covered Tuesday after a tip 
from an anonymous caller. 
City and state authorities be­ 
gan an investigation. 
Rockefeller who opposes Jim 
Johnson, the Democratic guber­ 
natorial nominee, in next Tues­ 
day’s election, declined com­ 
ment, saying he didn’t want to 
compromise the investigation.

Mulliken Gets 
Nobel Prize 
In Chemistry 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) 
— The 1966 N o b e l Prize for 
chemistry was awarded today 
to Prof. Robert S. Mulliken of 
the University of Chicago. 
Mulliken, born in Massachu 
setts in 1896, was awarded the 
prize for “his fundamental work 
concerning chemical bonds and 
the electronic structure of mol 
ecules by the molecular orbital 
method,” the Swedish Academy 
of Science said. 
Mulliken received his Ph.D. 
in physical chemistry at the 
University of Chicago in 1921. 
Afterward, he held positions at 
Harvard and New York Univer 
sity, until he rejoined the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago in 1928. Since 
1931 he has been professor of 
physics there. 
He organized there the labo­ 
ratory of molecular structure 
and spectra, of which he is still 
the director. 
Earlier in the day, the Nobel 
Physics 
Prize 
for 
1966 was 
awarded to Prof. Alfred Kastler 
of Paris. 
The Royal Swedish Academy 
of Science said the $60,000 prize 
was given Kastler for “ the dis­ 
covery and development of op­ 
tical 
methods 
for 
studying 
Hertzian resonances in atoms.”

In Korea Now 


Think Ambush 
Timed for LBJ 
Visit There 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP)— 
Despite North Korean attacks in 
which 25 South Koreans and six 
Americans have been killed In 
•he past two weeks, U.S. offi­ 
cers said today they do not 
think the Communists are build­ 
ing up to major hostlltiies along 
the 
armistice 
line 
between 
North and South Korea. 
South Korean officials said 
they believe the ambush of an 
American patrol early Wednes 
day, in which six American sol 
diers and a South Korean were 
killed and a seventh American 
was wounded, was timed to em­ 
barrass the Seoul government 
during Johnson’s visit. 
The South Koreans pointed 
out that the attack eight hours 
before the President left for 
home was only the second seri­ 
ous incident in the American 
sector of the Korean front since 
the 1953 armistice. 
A second North Korean attack 
in the closing hours of the Presi­ 
dent’s visit, belatedly disclosed 
today, occurred three hours aft 
er the ambush and 40 miles to 
the east. 
The South Korean army said 
infiltrators believed to be North 
Korean army regulars fired on 
a South Korean post. The South 
Koreans returned the fire, kill­ 
ing one of the infiltrators, and 
pursued the attackers. In 
the 
chase, a South Korean mine was 
exploded, killing two South Ko­ 
rean captains, and a South Ko­ 
rean sergeant was wounded. 
The North Koreans escaped.

Did Little Good, 


Ex-Envoy Declares 


ATHENS, Ohio (AP)—Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s intentions were 
good but his seven-nation Far 
East trip was a serious risk, un­ 
necessary and accomplished lit­ 
tle, a former U. S. ambassador 
said here Wednesday night. 
Though praising the Presi 
dent’s peace efforts, Edwin O. 
Reischauer, who recently re- 
sined as ambassador to Japan, 
warned that “we must not moth- 
er-hen” the people of Southeast 
Asia. 
“We need more flexibility and 
must avoid unrealistic efforts” 
in that part of the world, he 
said. 
Reischauer made the com­ 
ments following an address be- 
for the Kennedy lecture series 
at Ohio University. 
Most American lack perspec­ 
tive in Far Eastern affair and 
diey should attempt to see things 
from the long-range standpoint. 
Reischauer said. 
The 
United 
State, in contrast, is concerned 
oniv with immed;ate situatious 
and goals there, he added. 
“Once we get past Viet Nam, 
we may very well find ourselves 
in a much better situation than 
we were before,” according to 
Reischauer. 
The former ambassador said 
the war in Viet Nam will likely 
end with gradual de-escalation 
on both sides, not by open sur­ 
render or armistice. 
Reischauer currently is a pro­ 
fessor at Harvard University’s 
East Asian Research Center.

Most of western Ohio reeled 
under heavy snowstorm Thurs­ 
day with transportation all but 
halted as a result of massive 
snow 
drifts 
caused 
by 
icy 
winds. At least three persons 
were dead as a result of the 
! wintry blast. 
The State Highway Patrol said 
most highways were closed and 
that motorists were being ad­ 
vised to stay home. 
At Greenville, the patrol post 
said winds had created drifts 
from four to six feet and that 
highways were “extremely haz­ 
ardous” because of ice under 
the blowing snow. 
Interstate 75, main north-west 
artery between Cincinnati and 
Toledo, remained open but was 
limited to one lane only north 
of Dayton. Many trucks were 
reported stalled along the super­ 
highway. 
Ohio had counted at least 3 
dead in traffic accidents since 
the wintry blast intensified Wed­ 
nesday night. Bui the patrol 
did not connect the deaths di­ 
rectly to the weather. 
At Celina, the Weather Bureau 
reported 14 inches of snow. 
School throughout the area were 
closed and a supermarket was 
the only store in Celina which 
was reported open for business. 
The National Guard Armory 
at Piqua was opened to house 
motorists temporarily stranded 
in that area. Maj. Gen. Erwin 
Hostetler, Ohio’s adjutant gen­ 
eral, reported that 51 persons, 
including a family with three 
children, were admitted to the 
armory Wednesday night. The 
Salvation Army and the Red 
Cross provided food. 
The Continental Bus Co. re­ 
ported it had four buses strand­ 
ed between 
Richmond, 
Ind., 
and Columbus, two of which the 
company has been unable to 
locate. A spokesmn said the 
buses were stranded on Inter­ 
state 70. Greyhound Bus lines 
reported it had no buses running 
west of Dayton or south of Cin- 
cinnatL Lima was reported clos­ 
ed off. Buses were running but 
late in other areas of the state. 
The maintenance division of 
the State Highway Department 
said at mid-morning Thursday 
that all interstate routes in 
western Ohio remained open but 
treacherous.

routes were closed but that all 
but four were secondary. Main 
highways closed in spots were 
U.S. 30 in Van Wert County, U.

What is a celiac baby? C a n 
the c o n d i t i o n be correct­ 
ed? Does it leave any perman­ 
ent after - effect* in adult life? 
Mrs. E. B., Washington 
Dear Mrs. B.: A celiac baby 
b one who is afflicted with a ce­ 
liac disorder. This strange con­ 
dition is recognized early in in­ 
fancy because of its character­ 
istic symptoms. 
The infant seems to be wast­ 
ing, does not gain weight, has 
s e v e r e abdominal distention, 
poor appetite and vitamin defi- 
cincies. 
Probably the most distinct 
sign is bulky, pale stools. 
The cause is an inability of the 
infant to properly absorb food 
from its intestinal tract. 
It Is felt that the condition 
may have some hereditary ba- j 
sis. 
Some protein foods, like the 
glutens of rye, wheat and oats, 
seem to set off an episode of 
celiac disease. 
The condition is usually full­ 
blown at about the age of two, 
although some symptoms may 
have been present and unrec-

The diet must be absolutely 
free of gluten foods that con­ 
tain wheat or rye. 
Cortisone is used in severe 
cases and is remarkably effec­ 
tive in stubborn cases. 
The celiac condition c a n be 
kept in control and the child 
can grow to be a healthy adult. 
There are usually no perm­ 
anent after - effects in adult 
life. 
Is the new mumps vaccine 
considered to be safe and of val­ 
ue m preventing the disease? 
Mrs. J. D., Pennsylvania 
Dear Mrs. D.: The present re­ 
ports are most encouraging and 
indicate that the mumps vaccine 
was successful in about 98 per 
cent of the cases studied. 
When the vaccine was given 
to a vast group of school chil­ 
dren it was found that they soon 
developed protective antibodies 
in the bl o o d. These antibod­ 
ies are usually found in children 
who have had an active case of 
mumps against another attack, 
tack. 
The mumps vaccine can now 
be added to the protective vac­ 
cines that are given early in life 
to spare children unnecessary 
illness like diphtheria, whoop­ 
ing cough, measles, tetanus and 
polio.

But this year the agitation 
against the Vietnam War seems 
to be on the wane. The students

Try and Stop Me

What is a celiac baby? C a n 
the c o n d i t i o n be correct­ 
ed” Does it leave any perman­ 
ent after • effects in adult life? 
Mrs. E. B., Washington 
Dear Mrs. B.: A celiac baby 
ti me who is afflicted with a ce­ 
liac disorder. This strange con­ 
dition is recognized early in in­ 
fancy because of its character­ 
istic symptoms 
The infant seems to be wast­ 
ing, does not gain weight, has 
s e v e r e abdominal distention, 
poor appetite and vitamin defi- 
cincies. 
Probably the most distinct 
sign is bulky, pale stools. 
The cause is an inability of the 
infant to properly absorb food 
from its intestinal tract. 
It is felt that the condition 
may have some hereditary ba- ] 
sis. 
Some protein foods, like the 
glutens of rye, wheat and oats. 
seem to set off an episode of 
celiac disease. 
The condition is usually full­ 
blown at about the age of two, 
although some symptoms may 
have been present and unrec 
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ogiuzed much earlier. 
Thirty years ago the celiac 
baby was in constant difficulty 
Infections, before the antibio­ 
tic era. played havoc with these 
undernourished children. 
As the knowledge accumulat­ 
ed about the disordered me­ 
c h a n i s m , treatment became 
more effective. Infections can 
be controlled and now the life of 
the celiac baby is no longer se­ 
verely threatened. 
The condition can be control­ 
led by strict adherence to a die­ 
tary plan. 
Skimmed or protein mi l k , 
sweetened with glucose or ba­ 
nana powder is used. Cheese, 
meats, eggs and fruits are slow­ 
ly added.

Defense Nods 
To Smaller 
Firms Hiked 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Defense 
Department, 
largest 
spending agency in the world, is 
spreading more of its business 
around. It’s boosted the percent­ 
age of contracts to small busi­ 
ness firms by one-third since 
1962. 
Pentagon figures showed to­ 
day that small firms received 
$12.7 billion in contracts and 
subcontracts in fiscal year 1966, 
which ended last June 30. This 
was a jump of 43 per cent over 
1965 and the highest total since 
the Defense Department began 
keeping records in 1951. 
Measured another way, this 
means 28,000 small businesses 
around the nation shared in the 
increased defense spending this 
year, said Albert C. Laure, 
director of the Pentagon’s small 
business program. 
“We really started putting a 
strong emphasis on small busi­ 
nesses about four years ago,” 
Laure said in an interview. 
The small business directo­ 
rate subsequently was upgraded 
and now employes 661 persons 
across, the nation who act as 
talent scouts for the Pentagon, 
trying to interest 
competent 
little frims to bid for major de­ 
fense contracts. 
“It’s amazing the number of 
people who are afraid of gov­ 
ernment,” Laure said. To over­ 
come these fears, he added, the 
Pentagon sponsors a series of 
clinics aimed at teaching opera­ 
tors of small firms that “things 
aren’t as bad as they seem. A 
lot of red tape can be over­ 
come.” 
Another major step, Laure 
said, was Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara’s recent 
order 
liberaliing 
regulations 
and permitting advance pay­ 
ments to small businessmen “to 
get them over the hump.” 
Big business, which got the 
bulk of the $33.9 billion the Pen­ 
tagon awarded to U. S. firms 
this year, does its share too.

ITHACA, N Y. (AP) - Pe­ 
ter J. W. Debye, Nobel Prize­ 
winner and one of the world’s 
leading physical chemists, died 
Wednesday at Tompkins County 
Hospital after a lengthy illess.

Debye, head of the Chemistry 
Department at Cornell Univer­ 
sity, 1940 to 1952, is credited 
with laying much of the founda­ 
tion for the 
understanding of 
synthetics through his theoreti­ 
cal work with molecular struc­ 
ture. 
The scientist was awarded the 
Nobel Prize in Chemistry in 1936 
for his explanation of the behav­ 
ior of salts in solution.
